Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1969.  The 
Registrar  General  estimates  the  mid-year  population  as  18,870  compared  with 
18,230  last  year.  There  were  276  live  births  and  250  deaths  giving  a 
natural  increase  of  26.  There  was  thus  a  movement  into  the  District  of  614 
people. 

The  birth  rate  was  16.81  per  thousand  population  and  the  death  rate 
10.85.  The  infant  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  one  year  per  thousand  total 
live  births)  was  10.8  and  the  neonatal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  four 
weeks  per  thousand  total  live  births)  was  7.25. 

There  was  no  maternal  deaths  associated  with  child  birth. 

There  has  always  been  a  close  affinity  between  agriculture  and  medicine 
but  although  there  has  been  affinity  there  has  been  little  link.  A  link 
should  certainly  be  forged,  for  health  is  undoubtedly  dependant  on  nutrition, 
and  medicine  should  by  definition  be  concerned  with  health,  although  too  often 
it  seems  more  concerned  with  treatment  than  with  prevention. 

Previous  introductions  to  this  report  have  made  comments  about  nutrition 
and  this  could  be  dealt  with  in  more  detail,  but  it  is  proposed  on  this 
occasion  to  comment  on  some  diseases  common  to  man  and  animals.  This,  of 
course,  impinges  on  farm  safety,  a  subject  on  which  medicine  should  be  always 
ready  to  give  advice. 

In  the se^ days  of  computors  and  space  travel  man's  stupendous  achievements 
in  the  technical  field  are  very  obvious  and  very  wonderful  although  his 
limitations  in  some  other  fields  such  as,  for  example,  international  relation¬ 
ships,  are  equally  remarkable. 

Unfortunately,  an  increasingly  urban  civilization  easily  loses  sight  of 
man's  relationship  to  other  animals.  We,  in  the  part  of  the  country,  being 
closer  to  basic  realities,  are  less  likely  to  forget  our  similarities  to 
them,  which  are  as  striking  as  our  enormous  superiority. 

Nevertheless,  it  sometimes  comes  as  a  surprise  that  the  creature  which 
can  build,  aeroplanes,  write  symphonies  and  look  before  and  after,  has  many 
of  the  same  ailments  as  other  animals.  The  Public  Health  Service  is  perhaps 
as  close  as  any  other  branch  of  medicine  to  the  Veterinary  Profession  yet  it 
was  only  recently  that  I  was  reminded  that  dogs,  as  well  as  man,  can  suffer 
from  diabetes. 


Of  course,  no  dog  can  realise  this  or  work  out  any  treatment.  We  alone 
have  insight,  practically  alone  the  ability  to  form  abstract  concepts  by 
which  problems  are  solved,  and  alone  the  need  to  stretch  out  in  faith  beyond 
creation. 

Some  of  the  germs  which  can  pass  from  animals  to  man  (and  also  in  the 
reverse  direction)  are  members  of  the  Salmonella  or  food  poisoning  group. 
Salmonella  typhi  and  S.  paratyphi,  causing  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers, 
are  fortunately  rare,  but  the  commonest  cause  of  food  poisoning  in  man  is 
called,  confusingly,  S.  typhi-murium.  Man  is  infected  frequently  by  his 
fellows  but  this  and  several  other  strains  are  common  to  man  and  cattle,  pigs, 
poultry,  mice  etc.  Unfortunately,  a  case  may  excrete  the  germ  for  a  long 
time  after  clinical  recovery  and  treatment  is  of  little  value  in  preventing 
this  excretion. 

Tetanus  germs  are  found  in  the  gut  of  some  animals  including  the  horse, 
thus  heavily  manured  soil  may  contain  them  and  in  the  spore  form  they  can 
remain  dormant  in  the  soil  for  a  long  time  but  give  rise  to  tetanus  in  a 
human,  particularly  if  a  deep  penetrating  wound  is  infected.  Active 
immunisation  will  protect  against  tetanus,  a  primary  course  of  three  injections, 
followed  by  two  "boosters"  at  five  to  ten  years  intervals,  is  satisfactory. 

Most  children  now  receive  these  in  babyhood  and  at  school,  but  some  adults 
are  unprotected. 

Rats  are  pests  in  several  ways.  A  not  very  common  but  very  unpleasant 
disease  which  they  spread  is  Weil* s  disease  or  leptospirosis.  They  do  not 
seem  to  be  seriously  affected  themselves  but  older  animals  in  particular  may 
become  carriers  and  pass  the  germ  in  the  urine.  The  germ  can  only  live  in 
damp  and  alkaline  conditions  (salt  water  and  acid  solutions  will  kill  it) 
but  can  enter  the  human  body  through  cuts  and  scratches  and  through  the 
mucous  membranes  of  the  eye  and  nose.  There  is  thus  a  danger  in  bathing  in 
rat  infested  stagnant  water. 

Brucellosis,  or  infection  with  brucella  germs,  causes  infections  abortion 
in  cattle  and  undulant  fever  in  man.  While  Veterinary  Surgeons  are  especially 
at  risk,  anyone  who  drinks  raw  milk  may  become  infected.  Pasteurisation  renders 
it  safe  but  on  a  farm  some  milk  may  not  be  sent  for  pasteurisation  but  may  be 
drunk  by  the  family  and  by  employees. 

Rabies  is  a  deadly  disease  which  is  a  scourge  in  some  parts  of  the  Continent. 
We  have  been  spared  from  it  in  the  past  largely  by  our  quarantine  regulations 
for  imported  animals. 

Anthrax  is  uncommon  in  man  but  may  be  acquired  from  the  carcass  of  an 
infected  animal,  from  hides  and  from  bone  meal  used  in  horticulture. 

Ringworm  may  be  acquired  from  animals  but  is  not  usually  very  serious. 

Shell  fish  can  be  dangerous  because  they  can  concentrate  typhoid  organisms 
in  a  sewage  outfall. 
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Papula  urticaria,  or  heat  spots,  are  more  likely  to  be  due  to  insects 
such  as  fleas,  for  example,  from  domestic  pets,  than  from  eating  an  excess 
of  strawberries  or  pirns.  There  may  not  be  much  sign  of  the  insect  bites 
visible  as  the  condition  results  from  allergy  to  previous  bites. 

Some  other  insects,  in  particular  flies,  can,  of  course,  spread  disease 
because  excrement  and  human  food  are  alike  attractive  to  them  and  they  alight 
on  one  and  then  on  the  other  carrying  germs  with  them. 

These  are  only  a  few  of  the  diseases  acquired  from  animals  which  are  much 
commoner  in  tropical  areas. 

For  several  years  now  this  report  has  mentioned  the  serious  risks  run 
by  smokers,  particularly  cigarette  smokers.  That  this  year  they  have  not  been 
mentioned  first  does  not  mean  that  cigarettes  are  not  a  prime  cause  of  death 
and  disability,  in  fact  they  certainly  are. 

Perhaps  a  few  recent  quotations  will  suffice  on  this  occasion,  for 
example  -  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  - 

"The  proposition  that  cigarette  smo?<ing  is  hazardous  to  human  health 

is  no  longer  controversial." 

and  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  - 

"Cigarette  smoking  is  believed  to  be  responsible  for  nine  out  of  ten 

lung  cancer  deaths,  three  out  four  deaths  due  to  chronic  bronchitis 

and  one  out  of  four  deaths  due  to  coronary  heart  disease." 

It  is,  in  my  opinion,  wrong  for  anyone  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
encouragement  of  young  people  to  smoke,  by  example  or  precept,  but  the  problem 
should  not  be  approached  in  an  entirely  negative  way.  Many  fine  intelligent 
people  smoke.  Most  wish  that  they  did  not  do  so  but  cannot  stop,  or  find  it 
difficult  to  stop.  For  them  any  reduction  in  the  numbers  smoked  is  beneficial 
and  a  change  to  a  pipe  or  cigars  an  advantage. 

Hypothermia,  or  cold  injury,  is  still  a  possible  hazard  for  some  elderly 
people  during  the  winter.  The  situation  is  summarised  in  the  offical 
publication  "Health  Trends"  for  February,  1970  - 

"The  most  hopeful  approach  to  the  problem  lies  in  prevention  and  early 
recognition.  Factors  of  risk  include  great  age,  isolation,  malnutrition, 
thin  build,  cold  surroundings  and  conditions  reducing  or  abolishing  muscular 
activity. " 

Good  progress  was  made  in  1969  in  providing  mains  drainage  in  the  area 

of  the  Rural  District. 
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Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  gave  lectures  on  food  hygiene 
during  the  year  to  the  largest  retail  food  store  in  the  District  and  it 
is  hoped  to  extend  these  lectures  in  the  future. 

In  January,  1973  there  will  come  into  operation  the  Bye-laws  of  the 

B°jrd  Prohibiting  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage  from  boats  into 
the  Broads. 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  the  Staff  of  the  Department  for 
their  loyalty  and  conscientious  work.  As  mentioned  last  year  these 
expressions  are  not  mere  formalities.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

SERVICES 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT.  1946 

Smallburgh  Rural  District  is  included  with  North  Walsham  Urban 
District  and  Blofield  and  Flegg  Rural  District  to  form  No.  1  Area  of  the 
Norfolk  County  Council  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  duties  for  which  the  County  Health  Authority  has 
accepted  responsibility.  The  duties  include  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young 
Children,  Midwifery  Service,  Health  Visiting  Service,  Home  Nursing 
Service,  Ambulance  Service,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  Prevention 
of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care,  Domestic  Health  Service  and  Mental 
Health  Service.  Some  of  these  services,  along  with  the  School  Service 
in  the  area,  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  who 
also  acts  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  County  Districts, 
comprising  Area  No.  1  referred  to  above.

GENERAL  WELFARE  SERVICES 

These  services  continue  to  be  administered  centrally  from  the  Local 
Health  Office,  Aspland  Road,  Norwich.  Mr.  C.  J.  Gallant  is  the  Area 
Welfare  Officer  and  has  a  team  of  three  Social  Welfare  Officers  to  assist 
him.  A  contact  point  for  the  public  is  being  continued  at  Stalham,  and

the  North  Walsham  Office,  which  is  now  located  at  18  Kings  Arms  Street, 
North  Walsham,  is  also  being  continued  as  a  contact  point. 

The  Welfare  Officers  deal  with  the  admission  of  aged  persons  to 
County  Homes  for  the  Elderly,  either  on  a  short-term  or  a  long-term 
basis  and  besides  dealing  with  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  they  are 
responsible  for  the  care  of  the  mentally  sub-normal  living  in  the  community 
and  also  of  patients  discharged  from  or  on  leave  from  Mental  Hospitals. 

As  a  result  of  more  enlightened  policy  of  endeavouring  to  keep 
evicted  families  together  where  they  are  unable  to  obtain  other  accommo¬ 
dation  two  units  of  temporary  accommodation  have  been  established  by 
the  County  Council  in  Stalham  and  have  been  occupied  throughout  the  year. 

Contact  has  been  regularly  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the 
Smallburgh  Rural  District  Council  Officers,  especially  with  the  Clerk, 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  Rent  Collector  and  by  working  together, 
i t  has  been  possible  to  effect  very  satisfactory  results  in  numerous 

cases. 


MEALS  ON  WffEET.S 


With  the  exception  of  Trunch,  Neatishead  and  Barton  Turf  areas, 

Jr.'-als  on  wheels  are  available  in  the  whole  of  Smallburgh  District.  About 
i  10  meals  are  being  served  each  week  and  further  efforts  are  being  made 
ixiend  this  service  to  other  parishes.  The  work  of  the  Home  Helps  in 
the  area  is  now  supervised  by  a  lady  Assistant  Home  Help  Organiser  and 
t/de  person  is  responsible  for  recruitment,  weekly  programme  planning 
and  case  visiting. 

OLD  PEOPLE’S  CLUBS 


Old  People’s  Clubs  continue  to  function  in  almost  all  parishes  in 
the  district,  and  provide  afternoon  outings  that  take  a  great  deal  of 
loneliness  and  monotony  out  of  old  age. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  County  Ambulance  Service  is  operated  by  the  County  Council  through 
the  agency  of  the  Norfolk  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross 
Society  Joint  Ambulance  Committee. 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

This  service  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Health  Authority 
and  is  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  and  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers.

Facilities  for  Laboratory  investigations  are  to  be  had  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bowthorpe  Road,  Norwich.

WATER  SUPPLY 

After  many  years  of  negotiations,  with  proposals  and  counter  proposals, 
the  Government's  plans  for  the  grouping  of  the  North  East  Norfolk  water 
undertakings,  including  the  Smallburgh  undertaking,  intc  one  large  unit 
centred  on  the  City  of  Norwich  are  nearing  conclusion,  for,  following  an 
inquiry  in  December  the  amalgamation  date  has  been  settled  at  the  1st  April,  1971. 
This  transfer  of  responsibility  will  mean  that  the  Smallburgh  Rural  District 
Council  will  lose  all  direct  control  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of 
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water  and  during  the  time  up  to  the  changeover  will  involve  the  Depart¬ 
ment  in  much  additional  work  in  the  supply  of  information*  handing  over 
of  records  and  acquainting  the  officers  of  the  receiving  authority  with 
the  particulars  of  the  headworks  and  distribution  system. 

During  1969  no  changes  over  previous  years  occurred  in  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  the  rural  district 
with  over  two-thifds  of  the  resident  population  being  served  from  the 
bores  of  the  rural  district  council  or  with  bulk  supplies  taken  from 
the  City  of  Norwich  mains  for  the  parishes  of  Barton  Turf*  Dilham 
and  parts  of  Swanton  Abbott  and  Worstead  and  from  the  Erpingham  Rural 
District  Council  mains  for  the  parishes  of  Felmingham*  Skeyton  and  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Swanton  Abbott  and  Westwick,  Supplies  from  the  Smallbuxgh 
mains  were  given  to  the  North  Walsham  Urban  District  Council  at  Felmingham 
and  Swafield  and  to  the  Biofield  and  Flegg  Rural  District  Council  at  two 
points  at  Potter  Heigham,  At  Wayford  Bridge  there  is  a  connection  for 
use  in  case  of  emergency  between  the  mains  of  the  City  of  Norwich  and 
the  rural  district  council. 

The  following  tables  shows  the  position  in  respect  of  water  supply 
for  the  rural  district  and  indicates  the  division  of  responsibility 
between  the  rural  district  and  the  City  of  Norwich,  The  information 
for  the  latter  area  has  been  supplied  by  the  City  Waterworks  Engineer 
and  Manager, 

As  stated  in  previous  reports  the  figures  in  the  first  column  of 
the  table  include  many  hereditaments  where  mains  water  is  not  required, 
therefore^  the  totals  of  the  figures  in  the  latter  column  do  not  equal 
those  in  the  first  column  particularly  also  as  there  are  a  number  of 
properties  still  with  their  own  supplies  situated  away  from  the  routes 
of  the  mains.

Olhe  sources  of  supply  owned  and  operated  by  the  Council  at  Catfield 
and  East  Ruston  are  as  described  in  the  report  for  1957  and  they  have  always 
produced,  after  chlorination,  highly  satisfactory  water,  with  during  1969 
only  five  failures  on  sampling  all  of  which  were  outside  the  Departments 
control  arising  in  four  instances  from  insufficient  cleansing  and 
chlorination  of  new  mains  extensions  and  in  the  remaining  instance  from 
contamination  of  the  aeration  plant  at  Catfield  by  birds  when  the 
chlorination  plant  had  temporarily  broken  down.  The  waters  from  the 
Catfield  and  East  Ruston  bores  have  no  plumbo— solvent  action  and  the 
flourine  contents  are  0.15  and  0.25  parts  per  million  respectively.  All 
the  samples  taken  from  the  bulk  supply  areas  gave  satisfactory  results. 

From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  results  of  the 
sampling  from  the  private  supplies  were  poor  which  resulted  in  action 
being  taken  to  provide  mains  connections  and  the  cleansing  and  provision 
of  small  chlorination  units  at  properties  not  situated  near  to  the  mains 
of  the  Council.

lAirlng  the  summer  of  1965  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  were  again 
imposed  in  the  Catfield  and  East  Ruston  supply  areas  which  also  affected 
*.±9  bulk  supplies  to  the  Blofield  and  Flegg  Rural  District  Council,  but 
fortunately  this  precautionary  measure  just  kept  'the  demand  within  the 
limits  of  the  borehole  and  surface  pumps.  The  report  of  the  Consulting 
Engineers  in  amended  form  for  the  auspnentation  scheme  centred  on  the  East 
Rusuon  Headworks,  which  included  proposals  for  a  new  water  tower  at  Eappisburgh, 
new  pumping  machinery  and  mains,  was  accepted  in  June  for  a  start  with  Ministry 
aid  and  a  County  Grant  in  the  latter  part  of  the  1970  -  71  financial  year. 

The  City  of  Norwich  were  happy  with  the  proposal  and  agreed  to  accept  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Council  at  the  take-over  date.  No  doubt  the  enlarged 
water  authority  will  have  many  headaches  on  take-over  with  shortages  of 
water  in  some  areas  and  proposals  in  haaadfor  improving  supplies  will  be 
readily  and  gratefully  accepted.  The  following  table  shows  how  over  the 
past  few  years  in  the  statutory  area  of  supply  of  the  Council  the  demand 
for  water  has  increased  following  new  building  and  improvements  and  the 
changing  ways  of  life.

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Mains  extensions  to  new  developments  were  carried  out  during  1969  in 
the  parishes  of  Bacton,  Catfield,  Stalham  and  Sutton  with  enquiries  or 
work  in  hand  on  other  extensions  at  the  close  of  the  year  in  the  parishes 
of  Hickling,  Ludham,  Potter  Heigham,  Trunch  and  Sutton.  The  Council  also 
agreed  a  guarantee  for  a  mins  extension  at  Homing  in  the  Norvrich  City 
Statutory  Area  of  Supply.  The  Stalham  water  tower  and  pumphouse  were 
demolished  during  the  year,  the  "bore  sealed  off  and  the  land  transferred 
to  the  control  of  the  Housing  Committee. 

A  number  of  defects  occurred  in  the  water  mains  and  communication 
pipes  owned  by  the  Council  and  it  can  be  seen,  from  the  information  given 
below,  as  was  the  position  in  1968,  that  much  work  was  thrust  on  the 
Department  by  reason  of  misfortune  or  neglect  by  contractors  engaged 
on  other  public  utility  woiks.  Most  of  the  trouble  was  caused  by  the 
gas  main  laying  contractors  and  they  along  with  the  other  contractors 
and  utility  undertakers  causing  the  defects  were  charged  with  the  cost 
of  the  replacement  or  repair  works.

The  above  defects  caused  some  wastage  of  water  but  little  trouble 
arose  from  wastage  by  frost  damage.  It  was  again  not  necessary  to  use 
the  de-frosting  machine  owned  by  the  Council. 

SSbiR&GB  -UIL  S1*.;AC- E  DISPOSAL 


Reasonably  satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  1969  with  the  new 
schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  district  and  it  can  be 
recorded  with  some  satisfaction  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  work  at 
Hoveton  and  Tunstead  was  virtually  complete  except  for  a  number  of  drainage 
connections,  the  majority  of  the  sewers  had  been  laid  and  pump  houses  completed 
with  work  well  in  hand  on  the  disposal  works  for  Horning  and  the  Upper 
Street  area  of  Hoveton  and  all  sewers  had  been  laid  at  Hickling  and  Sutton 
with  work  in  progress  on  the  pumphouses  .and  the  replacement  and  enlarged 
disposal  works  at  Stalham.  A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  relief  sewer 
for  the  main  area  of  Stalham  and  amendments  to  the  pumping  station  at 
Stalham  Green  including  a  new  pumping  main  to  cope  with  the  new  developments 
in  the  Staliiam/Sutton  area  was  agreed  during  the  year  and  by  December  a 
negotiated  price  had  been  accepted  and  work  had  started  on  the  scheme. 

The  proposals  for  the  sewerage  of  Catfield,  Ludham  and  Fetter  Heigham 
were  accepted  by  the  Council  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  an  engineering 
visit  by  an  Inspector  cf  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  was 
awaited.  On  the  coastal  parishes  scheme,  which  covers  the  area  from  Sea 
Palling  to  ihston  and  a  number  of  parishes  and  hamlets  lying  auscj  from  the 
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coast  including  Ingham,  Knapton,  Trunch  and  possibly  Swafield,  progress 
was  made  with  the  survey  for  the  submission  of  a  final  report  late  in  1970 
or  early  1971.  Unfortunately,  the  proposals  fcr  Scottow  and  Tunstead 
Crowgate  Street, where  considerable  difficulties  with  the  cesspools  are 
experienced,  did  not  obtain  a  place  in  the  County  Council's  grants  programme, 
but  it  can  now  said  that  both  schemes  are  in  the  s  970/71  programme  with 
Catfield,  Ludham  and  Potter  Heigham  programmed  for  1 9T1  /?4  and  the  coastal 
parishes  for  1972/74  and  beyondo 


When  the  priority  list  for  sewerage  was  drawn  up  for  consideration 
by  the  County  Council  on  the  grant  aid  aspect  this  authority  took  only 
the  parishes  with  the  most  urgent  problems  into  account  as  requested  and 
i  xeel  that  the  time  has  now  come  for  further  proposals  to  be  submitted, 
if  places  are  not  to  be  missed  in  the  queue,  for  Barton  Turf  and  Neatishead, 
Mlham  and  Smallburgh  including  the  Wayford  Bridge  area  of  Stalham,  Sloley 
and  Worstead,  Pblmingham,  Honing  and  the  remainder  of  Swanton  Abbott. 

The  only  parts  of  the  district  with  the  benefit  of  main  drainage 
at  The  present  time  are  the  built-up  areas  of  Homing,  Ho  vet  on  and  Stalham 
and  parts  of  Catfield,  Ludham,  Potter  Heigham,  Swanton  Abbott  and  Tunstead. 
There  are  a  number  of  Council  housing  estates  served  with  on-site  sewage 
disposal  works. 

On  the  1st  April,  1969  the  Council  took  up  membership  with  a  number 
of  other  authorities  in  Norfolk  for  the  use  of  the  County  Council's  Water 
Pollution  Control  Laboratory  at  Attleborough  for  the  analysis  of  sewage 
effluents  0

The  Byelaws  proposed  by  the  Norfolk  and  Suffolk  liver  Authority  for 
regulating  ^Ae  use  of  boats  fitted  with  sanitary  appliances  received  approval 
and  wiil^ome  into  operation  in  January,  19 ‘77.  This  means  that  the  boat 
owners  will  be  faced  with  considerable  problems  for  the  collection  of  faecal 
matter  unless  by  the  experiments  now  being  carried  out  and  in  the  future 
:.t  is  possible  to  produce  at  reasonable  cost  a  unit  capable  of  satisfying 
the  effluent  requirements  of  the  River  Authority.  Should  these  experiments 
fail  the  Councils  responsible  for  sewerage  will  also  have  problems  in  collecting 
and  disposing  of  the  faecal  matter  should  mains  drainage  not  be  available 
or  be  capable  of  carrying  the  load  from  boat  owners'  premises  and  other 
major  mooring  points.  In  the  Catfield,  Ludham  and  Potter  Heigham  Scheme 
of  sewerage  now  being  prepared  provision  is  being  made  for  the  faecal 
collection  flow  from  craft  at  boat  yards  and  staithes. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE.  CESSPOOL  CONTENTS  AND  NIGHT50IL 

The  services  under  this  head  operated  by  the  Council  in  1969  were 
the  same  as  in  1968  and  being  of  the  highest  quality  for  a  rural  district 
I  feel  the  details  given  last  year  are  worth  repeating  as  follows  s- 

(a)  Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  all  properties  adjacent 
to  any  type  of  roadway  or  track  where  the  roadway  or  track 
is  capable  of  being  used  by  the  collecting  vehicles.  Luring 
the  summer  months  two  or  three  collections  each  week  are  made 
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at  boatyards,  staithes  and  litter  bin  and  paper  sack  points* 

(b)  Litter  is  cleared  from  the  roads  in  many  parishes  during  the  summer 

months  by  casual  labour  and  paper  sack  clearances  made  as  necessary 
from  numerous  points  in  many  parishes  and  along  the  beaches  of  the 
district. 

(c)  On  request,  two  loads  of  cesspool  liquid  are  removed  without  charge 

from  each  rated  property  outside  the  sewered  areas  during  each 
financial  year  with  extra  loads  taken  away  at  a  charge  of  35/-  each 
load. 

(d)  There  is  a  twice  weekly  collection  of  ni^itsoil  from  the  unsewered 

parts  of  the  six  main  Broads  parishes  and  a  once  weekly  collection 
from  the  remainder  of  the  unsewered  parts  of  the  district. 

(e)  The  refuse  tips  of  the  Council  are  available  for  the  deposit  of  domestic 

refuse  without  charge  by  residents  at  the  times  when  the  tips  are 
normally  manned.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  open  the  tips  after 
normal  working  hours. 

(f )  Bulky  and  difficult  refuse  is  removed  on  request  from  domestic 

properties  in  the  district  and  the  collected  articles  are  deposited 
at  one  of  the  refuse  tips  or  put  up  for  sale  at  the  Stalham  Market. 

'^g)  Trade  refuse  is  removed  at  a  charge  of  9d»  each  bin  or  sack,  and  trade 
refuse  is  accepted  at  the  Council 8 s  tips  at  a  minimum  charge  of  5/= 
each  load. 

(h)  Carcases  washed  up  on  the  beaches  are  removed  or  buried  above  high  water 

mark,  to  avoid  nuisances,  with  recovery  of  the  cost  of  disposal  of 
some  carcases  under  the  provisions  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts. 

(i)  Refuse  and  litter,  and  beach  carcases  when  not  buried,  are  dealt  with 

by  controlled  tipping  at  East  Ruston,  Sutton,  Ludham  and  Worstead. 

(j)  Nightsoil  is  deposited  in  straw  lagoons  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 

(k)  Cesspool  contents  are  taken  to  a  disposal  point  at  Witton  and  also 

spread  on  farm  land  during  suitable  seasons  and  at  times  of  dry 
weather. 

(l)  The  collection  of  abandoned  cars  is  undertaken  by  local  garages  when 

this  is  necessary  and  storage  after  collection  is  done  at  one  of  the 
old  refuse  tips,  or  the  Council  Depot  should  a  vehicle  be  of  value 
and  have  to  be  kept  in  safe  custody  pending  enquiry  as  to  ownership. 

These  services  were  adequately  maintained  during  1969  and  it  is  perhaps 
worthy  of  note  that  during  the  year,  1 637  bins  or  sacks  of  trade  refuse  were 
collected,  seven  seals  removed  from  the  beaches  of  the  district,  forty-eight 
special  collections  made  of  excess  refuse  in  the  shape  of  bulky  articles, 
five  abandoned  vehicles  removed  by  persuasion  or  statutory  action  and  ninety- 
six  loads  of  builders  and  other  trade  refuse  received  at  the  tips  operated  by 
the  Council.  The  special  summertime  collections  of  litter  from  a  number  of 
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coastal  and  broads  parishes  and  the  use  of  a  considerable  number  of  litter 
bins  and  baskets  generally  kept  the  litter  problem  in  check  as  compared  to 
some  other  local  authority  areas  of  similar  nature <> 

Much  overtime  had  to  be  worked  to  maintain  the  services  by  reason  of 
absences  through  illness,  heavy  calls  for  cesspool  emptying  and  the  ever 
increasing  quantity  and  bulk  of  household  type  refuse  produced  mainly  in 
the  summer  holiday  months  and  arising  from  the  greater  use  of  pre-packed 
foods  and  the  lack  of  facilities  for  the  disposal  of  waste  in  the  home 
following  conversions  from  solid  fuel  heating  to  electricity,  gas  and  oil. 

With  the  completion  of  the  Hoveton  and  Tunstead  sewerage  schemes,  it 
was  thought  that  the  calls  on  the  cesspool  emptying  service  would  be  con¬ 
siderably  reduced  but  the  1969  figures  do  show  an  increase  over  those  for 
1968  although  less  than  the  previous  peak  year  and  the  reason  for  this 
increase  can  be  put  down  to  the  erection  of  new  houses  and  the  improvement 
of  dwellings  in  the  unsewered  areas  of  the  district.  The  night soil  collec¬ 
tions  were  less  by  reason  of  the  improvements  to  dwellings  over  the  whole  of 
the  district  and  this  service  which  at  one  time  employed  seven  men  can  now 
be  adequately  covered  by  between  four  and  five  men  depending  on  the  season 
of  the  year  and  with  two  vehicles  instead  of  three. 

All  the  Council’s  tips  continued  to  be  used  on  a  fully  controlled  basis 
with  the  employment  of  a  diesel  powered  tractor  3hovel.  The  Worstead  tip 
was  in  use  for  the  whole  of  the  year  for  the  north  western  parishes  and  the 
East  Ruston  tip  had  summertime  use  with  the  Sutton  tip  being  brought  into 
operation  for  the  winter  months.  The  Ludham  tip  was  not  used  at  all  by 
reason  of  the  lack  of  an  adequate  amount  of  covering  material  but  will  be 
re-used  on  deposit  there  of  the  surplus  soil  from  the  Catfield,  Ludham  and 
Potter  Hei^iam  sewerage  scheme.  At  Ludham  the  lower  sand  hole  was  bulldozed 
in  and  fenced  off  and  a  former  sand  pit  at  Swanton  Abbott  was  not  used. 

The  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  again  gave  cause  for  concern  for  no 
new  outlets  for  the  collected  liquid  were  found  or  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  department  despite  several  appeals  at  Committee  meetings.  Consequently 
the  major  point  for  disposal  was  again  Verona  Woods,  Witton  following  the 
abandonment  of  the  use  of  land  at  Skeyton  with  a  certain  amount  of  liquid 
being  carted  to  fields  when  agricultural  activities  allowed  and  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  certain  farmers  obtained.  The  Verona  Woods  disposal  point  gave 
cause  for  concern  at  times  following  ill-founded  complaints  of  nuisances 
and  obviously,  whilst  it  is  very  far  from  ideal  from  an  aesthetic  point 
of  view  it3  continued  use  until  the  remodelled  works  at  Stalham  is  capable 
of  taking  cesspool  liquid  is  essential  if  this  service  of  the  Council  is 
not  to  break  down. 

Nightsoil  was  pumped  to  straw  lagoons  provided  by  a  small  number 
of  co-operative  farmers  but  some  difficulties  did  arise  from  time  to  time 
when  lagoons  became  overloaded  and  there  was  a  shortage  of  straw  and  of 
willing  recipients.

The  satisfactory  operation  of  these  services  could  not  be  carried  out 
without  the  very  willing  co-operation  of  a  competent  outside  staff  averaging 
twenty-eight  in  number  over  the  whole  year  and  working  in  all  kinds  of 
weather.

The  Government  have  asked  all  councils  to  produce  pay  and  productivity 
schemes  for  their  manual  staff  and  arrangements  have  been  made  along  with  a 
number  of  other  Norfolk  authorities  to  employ  the  specialised  department  of 
the  County  Council  for  this  purpose.  This  Council  was  very  early  in  the  field 
on  this  venture  and  one  of  the  first  reports  to  be  presented  by  the  County 
Council  staff  engaged  on  this  work  will  be  on  the  Smallburgb  refuse,  cesspool 
and  nightsoil  services,  probably  in  the  autumn  of  1970. 


HJBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


Once  again  it  is  fortunately  possible  to  report  that  only  minor, 
although  unnecessary  damage,  was  caused  by  vandals  at  the  public  conveniences 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Council  at  Bacton,  Happisburgh,  Hoveton,  Potter 
Hei^iam,  Sea  Palling,  Stalham  and  Walcott  with  the  total  takings  for  the  year 
amounting  to  £401  2s.  lid.  Hie  old  conveniences  at  Hoveton,  where  there  had 
been  serious  summertime  overcrowding,  were  demolished  in  June,  1 969  and  work 
on  the  new  enlarged  conveniences  including  a  disabled  persons  section  was 
started  at  the  same  time.  Pending  the  completion  of  these  new  conveniences 
in  January,  1970  to  which  the  St.  Faith's  and  Aylsham  Rural  District  Council 
are  contributing,  a  number  of  boatyard  and  garage  owners  in  the  Hoveton  and 
Wroxham  areas  allowed  publicity  to  be  displayed  for  the  use  of  their  con¬ 
veniences  on  a  temporary  basis.  The  thanks  of  the  Council  are  indeed  due  to 
the  owners  of  these  conveniences  and  also  to  the  licensees  and  brewery 
companies  with  premises  in  other  parts  of  the  district  who  allowed  the  public 
to  use  their  conveniences  at  all  times  of  the  day  and  ni^it.  For  this  use, 
on  a  prior  arrangement*  the  Council  gave  extra  free  cesspool  emptying 
services.  __

COMPLAINTS  AND  NUISANCES 

In  t969»  169  complaints  were  lodged  with  the  department  of  which  129 
were  found  to  be  justified  and  a  further  21  passed  to  other  bodies  and 
authorities  for  any  necessary  action.  The  nuisances  discovered  during  the 
year  included  trouble  with  housing  repairs,  overcrowding,  smells,  ditches, 
food,  animals,  fleas,  holiday  accommodation  and  abandoned  cars.  Informal 
action  secured  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances  found. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT.  1949 

The  number  of  complaints  about  rats  and  mice  in  the  district  during 
1969  showed  a  very  slight  reduction  on  the  previous  year  with  no  major 
increase  of  trouble  during  the  peak  months  of  November  and  December  as  was 
the  position  in  19 66  and  as  has  occurred  in  other  parts  of  East  Anglia 
since  that  time.

Eleven  complaints  were  received  during  1969  of  nuisances  from  noise 
of  which  nine  were  found  to  be  justified  and  were  abated  by  informal 
approaches  to  the  persons  causing  the  trouble.  The  noises  dealt  with 
concerned  pumps,  compressors,  machinery,  motor  cycles,  dogs  and  assemblies 
of  persons. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

No  complaints  of  possible  air  pollution  were  received  during  1969 
and  no  nuisances  were  found  although  a  number  of  observations  were  made. 

The  concern  about  the  possible  harmful  effects  of  the  emission  of 
sulphur  dioxide  from  a  stack  to  be  provided  at  the  treatment  plant  of 
one  of  the  gas  producers  at  Bacton  was  not  voiced  very  much  during  1969. 
Preparatory  steps  for  the  agreed  monitoring  sites  proceeded  during  the 
year  and  by  the  time  sour  gas  is  passing  through  the  plant  the  state  of 
-  is  I'oxna.1.  atmospher®  in  the  area  will  be  well  known  from  the  readings 
taken  from  the  two  on-site  recorders  and  the  three  off-site  recorders 
in  the  surrounding  countryside.  The  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the 
Ministry  of  Technology  set  up  in  May,  1969  a  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
recording  station  at  the  coastguard  look-out  at  Happisburgh  for  operation 
by  the  Department  with  settings  for  on  and  off-shore  winds  and  calm

All  the  premises  in  the  district  of  the  type  covered  by  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act  were  inspected  during  1969  and  appropriate  action  taken 
for  the  remedying  of  any  unsatisfactory  conditions.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  attached  summary,  details  of  which  were  passed  to  the  Department  of 
Employment  and  Productivity  at  the  end  of  the  calender  year,  that  the 
number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  1969  was  1 42  and  that  there 
were  also  in  the  district  149  premises  which  were  exempt  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Act.  The  conditions  found  at  the  registered  premises  were  reasonably 
satisfactory  but  appropriate  action  was  taken  by  the  service  of  informal 
notices  to  secure  the  necessary  remedial  works.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
only  thirteen,  notices  were  outstanding.  To  date  no  applications  have  been 
received  for  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  it  is  pleasant 
to  be  able  to  report  that  there  were  no  notified  accidents  at  registered 
premises.

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IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CONVERSIONS 


During  1969  the  basis  for  grants  was  varied  with  the  maximum  ordinary 
figure  for  improvement  (discretionary)  grants  being  lifted  from  £400  to 
£1  O000  and  with  increases  for  the  various  parts  of  the  standard  grants  but 
excluding  a  grant  for  food  storage  and  including  a  grant  for  the  provision 
of  a  sink.  This  change-over  to  the  new  grant  limits  was  done  in  rather 
a  hurry  and  delay  in  issuing  the  relevant  circulars  with  the  subsequent 
difficulty  in  obtaining  new  application  forms  meant  that  there  was  some 
delay  in  the  Autumn  of  the  year  in  issuing  grants.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  figures  below  that  there  was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  grants 
issued  during  1969  compared  to  the  figure  for  1968  and  this  can  probably 
be  accounted  for  by  the  details  mentioned  above  and  also  by  the  fact 
that  a  number  of  people  withheld  their  applications  knowing  that  changes 
in  the  grant  aid  figures  were  about  to  be  made.  However,  discretionary 
grant  applications  did  increase  by  six  over  1 968  but  standard  grants 
decreased  by  eleven.

During  1 969  the  programme  for  the  improvement  and  modernisation  of  the 
pre-war  Council  houses  was  continued  with  48  properties  improved  but  with 
very  few  in  progress  or  to  tender  at  31st  December.  There  are  still  1 95 
pre-war  Council  dwellings  requiring  improvement  but  these  are  awaiting  the 
provision  of  main  drainage  where  it  would  be  a  waste  of  money  to  put  in 
on-site  sewage  disposal  facilities  when  in  the  majority  of  areas,  the 
provision  of  sewers  will  not  be  long  delayed.  Should,  however,  there  be 
any  delay  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  coastal  parishes,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  improvements  in  the  parishes  affected  before 
main  drainage  is  provided.

also  at  the  holiday  chalet  accommodation  although  some  minor  complaints 
about  the  latter  were  received  mainly  about  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
equipment  provided.  Some  of  the  hostel  accommodation  provided  for 
students  and  other  persons  in  the  district  during  the  fruit  picking

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

11»349  animals  were  killed  and  inspected  at  the  two  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  during  1 969  being  741  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
Public  health  inspectors  made  659  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  to  obtain 
100%  inspection  of  the  carcases  and  offals  as  has  been  the  practice  each 
year  since  de-control  in  1954„

OTHER  FOODS 


During  1969  seven  cwts.  two  qrs.  twenty-two  lbs.  of  unfit  foods, 
other  than  meat  and  offals  at  slaughterhouses,  were  dealt  with  by  surrender 
and  disposal  by  burying  at  one  of  the  Council's  refuse  tips,  or  by 
being  sent  away  for  special  treatment. 

Only  minor  trouble  was  encountered  during  the  year  by  complaints 
about  unfit  food  sold  over  the  counter  and  it  was  not  considered  necessary 
to  take  any  court  action  but  only  to  issue  warning  letters  to  retailers 
and  suppliers  requesting  better  arrangements  in  the  handling  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  foods  affected  which  were  bread,  milk  and  pies. 

Much  good  work  was  done  during  the  year  at  shops  and  other  food 
premises  in  the  district  by  impressing  on  management  and  staff  the  need 
for  good  hygiene  in  the  handling,  distribution,  storage  and  sale  of  food. 

In  addition,  the  Senior  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  gave  a  series 
of  four  talks  aided  by  film  strips  and  a  food  hygiene  film  at  the  largest 
retail  food  store  in  the  district.  Other  talks  were  given  at  a  secondary 
modern  school  and  visits  were  made  by  the  pupils  to  a  slaughterhouse  to 
see  meat  inspection  work  in  progress.

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  153  premises  in  the  district 
registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  The  only  registered 
manufacturer  did  not  produce  any  ice  cream  during  1969.  When  carrying 
out  general  inspection  of  food  premises  145  enquiries  were  made  into  the 
methods  of  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream. 

(d)  Preserved  Food  Premises 


The  fifteen  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the  preparation 
and  manufacture  of  preserved  foods  received  many  visits  during  the  year. 

(e)  Poultry  Processing  Premises 

There  are  no  large  scale  establishments  for  poultry  processing  in  the 
district  with  as  far  as  is  known  only  about  twenty  premises  handling  a  few 
birds  swell  as  hsng«  turkeys  and  ducks  each  week.  Again  it  was  not  necessary 
to  certify  any  carcases  at  these  premises  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

From  these  few  remarks  it  will  be  appreciated  that  there  are  no  poultry 
processing  problems  in  the  Smallburgh  district  as  there  are  in  many  parts 
of  East  Anglia. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULAT IONS 


At  51 st  December,  forty  persons  were  registered  for  the  distribution 
of  milk  and  actively  engaged  in  business.  Conditions  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  at  all  the  dairies  and  milk  shops. 

As  in  1968  no  cases  of  Brucella  Abortus  were  reported.  Reports  were 
however  received  of  Salmonellosis  at  eight  premises  affecting  calves  in 
six  instances  and  poultry  in  the  remaining  two  cases.  Upon  receipt  of  these 
reports  visits  were  made  to  the  farm  premises  concerned  to  give  advice  to 
the  farmers  and  their  staff.

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SCARLET  FEVER 


Nine  cases  were  notified  compared  with  fourteen  last  year.  Whilst 
scarlet  fever  itself  is  seldom  a  dangerous  disease  in  this  country,  the 
germ  which  causes  it  is  the  haemolytic  streptococous  and  cannot  he 
ignored,  as  both  rheumatic  fever  and  kidney  disease  can  result  from  an 
infection  which  may  he  associated  with  a  rash  as  in  scarlet  fever,  hut 
may  merely  cause  a  severe  sore  throat. 

FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  three  cases  of  this  complaint  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  none  last  year. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 


Three  cases  were  notified  compared  with  one  last  year  and  none  the 
year  before.  This  complaint  can  he  a  most  debilitating  one  and  largely 
because  of  the  long  incubation  period  of  about  a  month,  it  is  very 
difficult  to  trace  the  source  of  any  particular  case. 

DYSENTERY 


One  case  was  notified  compared  with  none  last  year. 


MALARIA 


One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

IMMUNISATION  SCHEDULE 

The  schedule  of  immunisation  in  Child  Health  Clinics  and  Schools 
is  now  the  following: - 

Immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  diptheria  and  tetanus  (the  triple 
injection)  at  4  months,  6  months  and  1  year.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is 
given  by  mouth  at  the  same  time  as  these  injections.  The  increased 
spacing  of  injections  eliminates  the  need  to  give  a  boosting  injection 
at  18  months  to  2  years  while  retaining  the  same  efficacy. 

We  carry  out  smallpox  vaccination  in  the  second  year  of  life  and 
measles  vaccination  after  first  birthday.  "Booster"  injections  against 
diptheria  and  tetanus  with  poliomyelitis  immunisation  by  mouth  are  given 
at  school  entry  and  another  tetanus  injection  and  polio  immunisation  on 
leaving  school. 

Immunisation  against  tuberculosis  or  3.C.C.  vaccination  is  carried 
out,  after  testing  whether  the  individual  child  requires  it,  for  third- 
year  pupils  at  Secondary  Schools.
